symbol and centre of the 
struggle for Europe, a struggle 
that is beihg. waged both direct- 
ly by the Great Powers and ine 
directly by the German parties. 


Why is there a strugsle? What 
dooa it mean? How will tt end? 

There in a struggle because Russia , 
and the West, have different and 
incompatible systems, 

In theory there Is no reason why 
auch systems should not exist side 
by side, but In fact cach fears the 
other, and through fear each adopts 
tactics which it culls defensive but 
which the other culls aggressive. 


Belief that the 
West will attack 


The Rusatans In particular are 
atraid, 

‘They betiove (It is in the Maraist 
» Scriptures) — that the West must 
{nevitably «attack them, and since 
1947, when they decided that time 
was no longer on their side, they 
have been — preparing for the 
Inevitable struggle by esharpeningt 
their doctrinal weapons, seizing 
,new bastions, nnd © consolidating 
their position In Eastern Europe. 

We consider such fears absurd, 
byt must respond. 

Originally we had 
four-Power . agreement to make 
Germany ‘ig vinblo economy,” 
paying its own way and supplying’ 
without threatening its neighbours.

‘This was the basis of the Potsdam < 


Agreement. 


When the Russians consistently 
broke the Potsdam Agreement, we 
went ahead and sct up ‘a Western 
State in our zones of Germany. 

Tho Western State has been a 
succesa: currency « reform has worked, 
production increased, and Germans 
fool, to it as the nucleus of a new 
Germany. , 

The Russians declare that it Is 
the spearhead and the, arsenal for 
the attack on Russia, 


‘Unity of East’ 
policy fails 


This obsesalon of attack from the 
West, combined with the success of 
the Western State, has determined 
Russinn moves in Germany. 

At first the Russinns adopted a 
new policy. Instead of . treating 
Eastern Germany as an ‘exploited 
colony, they promised to bulld it up 
as a rival nucleus, safaly controlled 
through—the_ Communist _Party._ 

German unity sponsored by the 
West might be a threat; sponsored 
by the East it could be a valuable 
weapon, 

This was part of the aggressive 
policy adopted in, 1947. By 10948 it 
ts n total failure. 

It has frightened the satellites—- 
Poland and Czechoslovukia—who are 
afrald of any German revival. and 
it has not converted the Germans, 
who are not os gullible as all that. 

In fact tho Russians have hod to 
postpone elections in their zone 
rather than risk the rout of the 
Communist Party. © Thus, while 
Anmo-Amerienn policy has been 
miccessful, Russian policy in Ger- 
many is already bankrupt. 


They must pinch 
where. they can 


What, then, arc the Russians to 
do next? There are two possibilities, 
First, they can put pressure on 
the West and only release the pres- 
sure in return for a substantlal 
frain—the dissolution of the Western 
State. : 

To do this they must pinch us 
wherever they can hurt us, 

The actuxl point of pressure Is 
irrelevant. It might bo Sinklanyt; 
in fact it is Berlin, the hostage 
which on unconsldered diplomacy 
has left permanently at thelr mercy. 

Alternatively the Russians can 
accept the Western State as final 
and set about incorporating Eastern 
Germany fivinlly into their system. 
“To do this they must uso their 
stronger local .position to drive us 
out of Berlin. . 

These two policies arc alternative. 
One means keeping us in Berlin .so 
as to pinch us at convenience, the 

~ other means finglly pushing us out. 

The, Russians would prefer tho 
first but might fall back on, the 
second. At present, sinco both depend 
on Berlin, they can blockade Berlin 
and moke thelr cholce at will. 

How can we meet these tactics? 

It can be assumed that wo

If. this insistence cin persuade the 
Russiana to compromise, we offer 
a formula which humiliates nobody:

In the Inst resort the issue 
depends on how the Russians 
estimate their own strength, There 
nre good reasons for believing that 
they do not want war, but are

_ BACK TO HEALTH

eo babies back to health 
is winning the support of ortho- 
paedists and doctors who were 
seeptleal at first of such revolu- 
tionary methods. 

For the past eight years Mrs 
Estrid Dane has ryna Neumann- 
Neurode clinic for children in Not- 
linghill Gate, London. In the 
cline she tosses threc-month-old 
bables in tha air, bounces them 
gently on thelr heads, swings them 
by their fect and puts them through 
a series of active exercises that 
would put.any expert’ on physical 
training to shame. Her PT is, how- 
ever, designed to cure and prevent 
feneral debility and practically, all 
deformities of growth. : 

Mrs Dane's treatment has both 
alarmed and, fasclnated orthopacdists 
and doctors but, moro important, 
has achieved what they have ofien 
failed to do. 

REMARKASLE RESULTS 

Bables pronounced incurable by 
leading orthopacdists sent to Mrs 
Dane's clinic with a long Ist of 
deformities have within six months 
made remarkable progress. 

The juggling has not 
straightened o curvature of the 
spine but ‘given the child a sense 
of terrific achievement and crushed 
that. “crippled mentality” that 
generally shadows the life of o 
deformed_child. . 

Mrs.. Dane's chief tool is the 
muscle pull. She says: “As long as

Don’t take that threat too 
seriously, . friends. Brother 
Denth is just o plain thriller 
in the modern manner, told in 
a two-fisted style like a dis- 
tant prospect of Ernest Heming- 
way seen through the fumes 
of an overdose of ,Peter 
Cheyney. : 


Its hero is an aimless male- 
factor named Rumbold who, 
having been dropped a few 
times by parachute in, Occupied 
France, quits this unrewarding 
occupation and carves himself 
a juerative niche in the Mar. 
seilles underworld. 


Rumbold is cquipped with the 
insolence of a mid-Victorian plobe~ 
‘trotter, the sadism of a Gestapo 
omicial, the worldly wisdom of n 
head watter, ond the morals—but 
hear Mr. Lodwick: "Of moral 
scruples he had few." 


This is a charitable over-statement. 
¥rom start to finish of this book it 1s 
safe to say that the questing reader 
will not be startled by one single 
glimpse of moral fccling.

It was not jntended to put 
blinkers on ‘the cyes of the 
United Nations and prevent 
the Security Council secing 
any ‘disputes or "acts daon- 
ferous to the peace” golng on in the 
countries we conquered. Simply, 
disputes between Germany and 
Britain or Germany and Russia were

This “Potsdam” Agrce- 
ment was reached, between Attlee, 
Stalin and Truman [In Berlin, a few, 
weeks after the complicated Charter 
had been completed in San Fran- 
cisco. ‘They will say that the 
Security Council cannot touch any- 
thing to do with the Potsdam Agree-

again, The ~vorid knows that there 
4s a veto that the Russians have used 
all too often in the Security Council. 
What few know is_ that it ennnot 
always be’ used. One of the times 
the Russians (or anyone clse) cnnnot 
use thelr veto is when the discus- 
sion turns on “procedure.” 

You will hear that word 
cedure” very often. It is the 
cussion of what the 
Nations will discuss next. Now the 
Westerners will argue that all the. 
discussion that I have just put be-- 
fore you is a matter of “procedure.” 
They will say it Is a matter of de- 
elding what the Security Council can 
do and cannot do—and, logically, 
that fs procedure. So they will say 
the Russlans have no veto In that 
part of the argument. 

So Mr Vyshinsky’s diversion to 
the back ‘of the United Nations 
charter can be outvoted and we can 
come back to the front of the Char- 
ter again, All this will take a long 
time and I om afrald it will be re- 
ported from day to day in such a 
way that it seems futile talic. 

But look at the matter another 
way. The Security Council Is the 
supreme organisation grounded on 
the fdealism of the Allies during the 
war. That includes the resistance 
ef Poles and Czechs, for instance-— 
who are in the Russian bloc. And 
Marshal Tito’s Yugoslavs, who are 
stil in the Russian bloc but are 
quarrelling with Communism, may 
have some doubts about where they 
nre heading if this Security Council 
Is broken up.‘ 

I can promise you that you will 
not see that doubting of the Sovict
